1 . This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 10/728,154 
filed 12/24/03. Claims 1-26 are pending. 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Korea on 1/17/03. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the Korean application as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

3. Claims 9-14 and 16-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
preambles of the claims fail to agree with the claims from which they depend. The 
independent claims recite "In a collapsible canopy..." Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 23 and 26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of the claims fails to end with a period rendering the metes and bounds of 
the claims indefinite. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 , 2, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,845,664 to Ryder et al. 

Figures 6A-6C show a locking pin assembly comprised of a movable button 92, 
first biasing spring 93, a locking pin member 96 perpendicular to the button 92 
and a second biasing member 93', all contained within a "housing". 

8. Claims 3-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claim 26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . Claims 8-22, 24, and 25 are allowed.
